A great London fog has come 
down upon some of the ministers 
and some of the churches in the 
shape of what is called “advanced 
thought” im biblical interpretation. 
All of them, and without any ex- 
ception, deny the full inspiration 
of the Bible. Genesis is an al- 
legory, and there are many myths 
in the Bible,-and they philosophize 
and guess and reason and evolute 
until they la in a great contin- 
ent of mud, from which, I fear, 
for all eternity they will not be 
able to extricate themselves. 

The Bible is not only divinely 
inspired, but it is divinely pro- 
tected in its present shape. You 
could as easily, without detection, 
take front. the writings of Shake- 
speare “Hamlet,” and institute in 
place thereof Alexander Smith’s 
drama, as at any time during the 


last fifteen hundred years a man/ 


could have made any important 
change in the Bible without im- 
mediate detection. 


If there had been an element 
of weakness, or of deception, or 
of disintegration, the Book would 
long ago have fallen to pieces. If 
there had been one loose brick 
or cracked casement in _ this 
castellated truth, surely. the bom- 
bardment of eight centuries would 
have discovered and broken 
through that imperfection. The 
fact that the Bible stands intact, 
notwithstanding all the furious 
assults on all sides. upon it, is 
proof to me that it is a miracle, 
and every miracle is of God. 


The Folly of Unbelief That 
Explains Away Bible Truth 
As Myth, Poetry and 
Allegory 

“But,” says some one, “while 
we admit the Bible is of God, it 
has not been understood until our 
time.” My answer is that if the 
Bible be a letter from God, our 
Father, to man, his child, is it 
not strange that that letter should 
have been written in such a way 
that He should allow seventy gen- 
erations to pass away and be 
buried before the letter could be 
understood? 

That would be a very bright fa- 
ther who should write a letter for 
the guidance and’ intelligence of 
His children, not understandable 
until a thousand years after they 
were buried and forgotten; while 
as the years roll on other beau- 
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ties and excellences will unfold 
from the Scriptures. That the 
Bible is such a dead failure that 
all the Christian scholars for 
eighteen hundred years were de- 
ceived in regard to vast reaches 
of its meaning, is a demand upon 
my credulity so great that if I 
found myself at all disposed to 
yield to it should tomorrow morn- 
ing apply at Bloomingdale Insane 
Asylum as unfit to go-alone.

Impurity

“Now the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these; 
uncleanness, .lasciviousness, Idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, Envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like: 
of the which I tell you before, as I have also 
told you in time past, that they which do 
such things shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God,.”—Gal. 5:19-21. 


In verse 19 of Galatians 5, 
above, the Word clearly sets 
forth the “works of the flesh.” In 
the list given there are sins of 
the flesh and sins of the spirit; 
both “works of the flesh.” Both, 
also, are equally repulsive to God; 
and about both God says in verse 
21 that “They which do _ such 
things shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God.” 


It-is not my intention to deal 
with the sins of the spirit in this 
message. Sins such as_ hatred, 
wrath, strife, envying, «heresies, 
etc., are basically sins of the spir- 
it of man. I want here to deal 
with the sins of the flesh. May I 
“stir up your minds by way of 
remembrance” concerning the vile, 
impure, and.immoral sins which 
eat away at the very foundation 
of all which we hold dear and 
precious in this life. 


Rapidly, the American nation 
is becoming a modern Sodom. Our 
people are becoming another 
Noah’s generation. Impurity, vice, 
immorality and such like are on 
the rampage on every hand. Un- 
less this tide of impurity is ar- 
rested, God only knows what to- 
morrow may hold for our nation 
and its people. 


Consider my subject under four 
points: first, THE FACT; second, 
THE CAUSE; third, THE 
CURSE; fourth, THE CURE. 


The Fact of Nation-Wide 
Impurity 

First, let us note the fact of 
the impurity on every hand, Well 
do I realize some shall eall me 
an alarmist when I seek to call 
the people to face the facts, Fac- 
ing the fact of impurity is an un- 
pleasant task. We want to be- 
lieve that our people are becom- 
ing ‘more and more Christian in 
their conduct. We want to be-

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Adultery, fornication, 
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lieve that our nation is growing 
stronger and stronger morally and 
spiritually. Such, however, is not 
the case. Wise is the person who 
shall face the facts whether 
pleasant or unpleasant. May I con- 
sider some five things in bringing 
the fact of impurity before you. 
Consider the increase of nudism, 
to begin with. Nudism is the seed- 
bed of impurity. Our generation 
is being subjected to a most severe 
attack along this line. Satan full 
well knows the power of nudism 
in corrupting the morals of the 
masses. The newspapers glam- 
ourize nudism; the magazines 
major on nudism; Hollywood 
makes nudism popular; the colum- 
nists joke about nudism; the 
churches‘ condone nudism; the peo- 
ple practice nudism. There cannot 
but be a close connection between 
nudism and the increase of rape,

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Friday, October 7, 1960 


These notes are written Satur- 
day afternoon, September 17, at 
Phoenix, Arizona. We arrived this 
morning—Mrs. Rice and my se- 
retary, Miss Viola Walden—by 
automobile, for the conference on 
revival and soul winning, spon- 
sored by the independent funda- 


mental churches of the Phoenix 
area. I speak tonight at Truth for 
Youth, the local Youth for Christ, 
then three times tomorrow, at 
three different churches. On Mon- 
day Dr. Lee Roberson of Chat- 
tanooga, and Pastor Jack Hyles 
of First Baptist Church, Ham- 
mond, Indiana, will be with us for 
Monday and Tuesday, with six 


messages daily. Then I will speak 
three times on Wednesday. 

We look forward to real bless- 
ing; pastors have been invited 
from far and near, with free 
rooms promised preachers. Oh, for 
the breath of God upon us, to stir 
His people to repent of sins, to 
preach and visit and witness bold- 
ly, to call people back to the Bi- 
ble, to holy living, to the power 
of the Holy Spirit, and to New 
Testament soul winning! (Later 
several claimed Christ at the big 
youth service from the bandshell 
in the park.) 


We Enjoyed a Happy Sight- 
seeing Trip 

Mrs. Rice and I, through the 
years, have never taken much va- 
cation. We are busy and happy. 
ALast year I had five days with 
my children and grandchildren at 
a Wisconsin lake—the first such 
free time in years. 

So Mrs. Rice and I decided we 
would like to drive from Wheaton 
to Phoenix, with some sightseeing 
on the road. So we, with Miss 
Viola, left Saturday—a week ago 
today. We stopped first at Maroa, 
Illinois, for two and a half hours 
with my brother, Dr. Bill Rice, 
who was there in a meeting; then 
drove on to Kansas City ‘that 
night. On Sunday we went to 
Olivet Baptist Church with our 
friend, Merle Kemper. Then a 
lovely dinner with Mrs. Del 
Fehsenfeld and her four good chil- 
dren. Evangelist Del Fehsenfeld 


- Was in New York in a revival. 


Sunday afternoon on to New- 
ton, Kansas, and we attended the 
First Baptist Church there Sun- 
day night. Monday morning we 
visited with the Herald Book and 
Printing Company, printers of THE 
Sword OF THE LorpD for many 
years. They were wonderfully 
kind. I spoke to the workers in de- 
votions, then we toured the plant. 
One issue of THE SWORD OF THE 


|LorD was on the.press (it takes 
four days to run it, though it rolls 


off the press with both sides 
printed, cut and folded automati- 
cally). 
mailed. 


Then on Monday night we drove 
to Colorado Springs. 


Tuesday—up Pikes Peak on the 
cog railroad, 14,150 feet above sea 
level. The air is so thin, breathing 
was not easy. After nearly an hour 
on top, the cog brought us down. 
Then we visited Cave of the Winds 
(interesting, but not remarkable); 
the Garden of the Gods, which we 
had seen before. Then we drove 
an hour or more to Canon City, 
Colorado, where we spent the 
night. 

Wednesday morning—out to see 
the Royal Gorge, and across the 
suspension bridge which is 1,053 
feet above the river and railroad 
below. We _ took» pictures, then 
went down the incline railway to 
the bottom of the Gorge, and 
back, then back to the highway. 
We passed over Monarch Pass, the 
Continental Divide, over 11,400 ft. 
high. At Montrose, Colorado, we 
turned south to Durango, and 
went through the most beautiful 
mountains I have seen in Ameri- 
ca, even more beautiful, I think, 
than the Grand Tetons. We went 
over another pass over 11,000 feet 
high. Much of the highway was 
blasted out of solid rock. We had 
hoped to attend prayer meeting 
at Durango Wednesday night, but 
it took us so long to find motel 
rooms which we could afford that 
it was too late for prayer meet- 
ing. 

Thursday—on through the cor- 
ner of New Mexico, into Arizona 
and to the Grand Canyon. 

Friday we were up early, and 
at nine o'clock, climbed on our 
mules for the long trip down into 
the mile-deep Grand Canyon, 
where we had box lunches at the 
plateau, then returned, arrived at 
the top about four p. m., having 
travelled eleven miles on mules. 
We were in the saddle five hours. 


I rode Tug, a big black mule 
with a rather matronly figure, 
and of amiable disposition. Mrs. 
Rice was on Mamie; Miss Viola’s 
mount was named Pistol. The 
mules were well trained, not excit- 
ing saddle horses, but adequate 
and safe for that long descent 
and the plodding climb, with many 
rests. 


Then this morning, Saturday, 
we came to Phoenix and tonight 
begins five heavy days of serious, 
earnest preaching and Bible teach- 
ing. 

We are thankful to God for 
many mercies. Usually we were 
able to find motel rooms at rea- 
sonable rates. My 1955 Buick, 
which has gone more than 70,000 
miles, ran beautifully. The only 
trouble was a water pump bush- 
ing that played out-and required a 
new water pump, installed while 
we visited at Newton, Kansas, 
with no delay. 

Big packages of mail wait us 
here. Miss Viola is hard at work. 
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We have already sent off a big 
package of copy for THE Swogp 
OF THE LorD. Now I dictate Edi- 
tor’s Notes, then read and edit 
Aunt Mary’s Kids Korner and pre- 
pare to preach tonight.

We urge all who 
come to pray for a mighty mov- 
ing of God’s Spirit upon His peo- 
ple and particularly upon preach- 
ers and Christian workers. That 
week could be and ought to be 
a time of life-transforming bless- 
ing, higher ground in the prayer 
life, greater power in soul win- 
ning, greater loyalty to Christ and 
the Bible, a new vision of power 
and service for many.

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ing to “be somebody.” Of course 
the definition of the term “being 
somebody” would vary with al- 
most every individual but at least 
we would all describe it as achiev- 
ing some measure of attainment 
or recognition. A schoolboy wants 
to be like some athletic hero: a 
new bride hopes to win praise as 
an outstanding cook; a young man 
starting in business pictures him- 
self as a future president of the 
company. All of us have secret 
yearnings for the things we would 
like to do or become in the span 
of a lifetime. 


- Even in the job of housekeeping, 
I occasionally find myself feeling 
envious of my sister-in-law Alice 
whose home seems to be eternally 
spotiessly clean, or I wish inward- 
ly that I were famous for some 
special gift in cooking like my 
Aunt Fannie who makes absolute- 
ly mouth-wateri lemon me- 
ringue pies! And then whén I meet 
those mothers whose childreh al- 
ways look clean and always seem 
well-behaved in public, I think, 
“Now if 1 were that kind of moth- 
er I would really feel like I was 
‘somebody.’ ”’ 


Occasionally my personal dreams 
extend beyond the sphere of home 
and children. I think of what a 
thrill it would be to be able to 
stir and bless the hearts of thou- 
sands through song, or through 
writing: or teaching, or even per- 
haps in painting some great and 
lovely picture. 

Ambition—the right kind—is a 
wonderful thing. It is perhaps the 
one thing that makes hard work 
worthwhile, poverty bearable, 
starting over possible, and learn- 
ing a joy. Without some measure 
of ambition, some sort of goal, life 
would be, even for a Christian, 
merely a series of minutes and 
hours and days strung together 
without any reason for being. Just 
imagine a day when you have no 
goals, no plans, nothing to look 
forward to, no work to do. Can 
you think of any existence more 
unbearable? 


On the other hand, maybe it is 
a good thing we cannot really see 
our own hearts or understand ful- 
ly how much of our ambition is 
made up of self-exploitation and 
our own selfish pride. So much of 
our work for the Lord even is 
done for recompence of some kind 
or another, whether it be recogni- 
tion, prestige, material advantages, 
and Sometimes as a form of ‘“keep- 
ing up with the Joneses.” In these 
days there is a certain respectabili- 
ty even for those who aren't 
Christians, in giving a little of 
one’s time and effort and money 
to church work. 

I think maybe the problem iis 
that our definition of “being 
somebody” is not quite God’s defi- 
nition. Daniel 12:3 says, “They 
that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and 
they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and 
ever.”’ Isn't it a strange thing that 
some of the people who had the 
greatest spiritual influence on the 
world were by all human stand- 
ards failures? John the Baptist 
experienced unusual fame for 
awhile, but then according to his 
own prediction, “I must decrease, 
but he [ Jesus} must increase.” He 
died a martyr’s death in prison, 
practically forgotten and un- 
mourned, Paul, who was once pro- 
claimed a god, later said, “I am 
become as the offscouring of the 
earth.” 

Maybe we need some new goals 
and ambitions to really ~become 
“somebody.” We get so busy with 
our necessary but inadequate hu- 
man dreams that we forget that 
we may become “stars” by follow- 
ing God's formula—leading red 
to righteousness. 

Do you really want to “be some- 
body”? 
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Grandmother and Grandpa Rice 
are on vacation. And since Aunt 
Joy is now married, no one is left 
at home except Flicka, the toy 
shepherd dog who has lived with 
them for the past ten years. So 
Flicka is visiting our house. 

Now Flicka is beautiful and she 
knows it. Her glossy blond coat 
‘shines, and I think she is proud 
of it. 


And Flicka is talented. When 
Grandpa has guests—and some- 
times just for fun—he makes a 
hoop of his arms and calls Flicka. 
She runs and sails through the 
hoop he has made. She loves to do 
it and will jump through his arms 
as long as he will make a hoop. 
She can roll over and over and 
over, too. 


And Flicka has musical talent. 
Long ago Grandpa, who plays the 
piano by ear, two-finger style, 
found that when he bégan to play 
“Whispering Hope” Flicka got ex- 
cited. She was used to someone 
playing the piano while another 
sang. Now she felt it was her turn. 
With his encouragement’ she 
jumped to the piano bench beside 
him, and raised her head giving 
little tentative yelps, then blood- 
curdling howls in her high soprano 
voice.

And they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house.—Acts 16:31. 


For almost two weeks they had 
attended the revival meeting. Aft- 
er a day of hard work under the 
hot skies of Texas, they would 
saddle their horses and canter 
down the sandy road toward the 
little white church that. stood in 
lonely and sturdy outline against 
the fading light of the day. 
The younger man, a youth of 
about twenty, was not a Christian, 
and during the meeting he had 
been under deep conviction of his 
sins. He was expecting a cloud- 
burst of emotions at the time of 
his conversion, and night after 
night he had gone forward to the 
mourner’s bench trying to pray 
through to God. But the wild 
surge of heavenly ecstasy had not 
come and now the _révival was 
over and he was still not saved. 
He had gone to the mourner’s 
bench. again that last service and 
had lingered as long as he could. 
But no sound of angel wings had 
come, no trumpet had sounded, 
and no bright colored lights had 
flashed through his soul. Deject- 
ed, he arose from his knees and 
walked toward the mesquite tree 
where his horse was tied. 
The older of the two men was 
already a Christian. He had talked 
with his buddy, but had not been 
able to help him. And now, aware 
of the spiritual dejection of his 
friend, the older man spurred his 
horse a few paces ahead, and they 
jogged away in silence through the 
night. 

A blanket of misery. covered the 
young man’s soul. He had tried his 


steps instantly into the heart and 
performs His miracle. We call that 
miracle the new birth. That soul 
is born another time. 

In the case of the Texas youth, 
he could have been saved at any 
moment had he been willing to 
take salvation on God’s terms, and 
had he not in his own mind tried 
to dictate just how the Lord was 
to do His work. 

Of course the young man did 
not consciously reason it out this 
way, but that is what it amounted 
to. He was the victim of unscrip- 
tural information and in seeking 
the Lord he was acting on human 
ideas instead of the Word of God. 
How good it would have been if 
only someone nearby had known 
more of the lovely art of soul 
winning and had been more richly 
acquainted with the Holy Scrip- 
tures. The problem of this earnest 
Texas boy could have been solved 
with an open Bible in very short 
order. | 

But the poor boy had »not 
known. He had wrestled and he 
had struggled. But God was not 
watching the movement of mus- 
cles or measuring the volume of 
the voice in prayer. God was on- 
ly waiting for the blessed morhent 
when the heart was willing to 
open its windows to Jesus Christ. 
When in despair the young man 
did exactly that, he was instantly 
saved. 

So much of what we hear about 
religion is purely fictional and has 
no basis in fact. When poor sin- 


best, he thought, to be saved. He 
had worked hard to pray through, 
but the victory had not come. Had 
he committed the unpardonable 
sin? Was he beyond the limit of 
God’s mercy? Was there no help 
for his soul? 

They had gone several hundred 
yards down the road and neither 
had spoken. Then suddenly, in 
desperation, the young man in 
humble earnestness spoke plead- 
ingly to the Lord. “Dear Lord,” he 
said, “please have mercy on me!” 
In an instant the burden was 


| gone from his heart. The heavi- 
ness was no longer there, and in 


its place there was a quiet relief. 
“Hey, Arlen,” he shouted. “The 
burden is gone!” 

The older man pulled his horse 
to a halt and waited for his buddy 
to catch up with him. There were 
tears in his eyes and happiness in 
his voice as he reached over and 
clapped the younger mah on the 
shoulder, “You are saved,” he said. 
“You have found the Lord.” 

Somewhere people have got the 
idea that in order to be saved one 
must pray through. He must have 
a sort of holy perseverance and 
stick it out until God grants him 
the favor of a glance, and when 
this favor comes, it is said to 
produce an emotional experience 
that is out of this world. 

All of this may sound reason- 
able, but it has one serious weak- 
ness, It is not found in the Bible. 
There is no place in the Scriptures 
where we are told that a sinner 
must pray through to salvation. 
We read in the Bible where men 
wrestled with God all right, but 
this wrestling was over other 
problems of the spirit. It was not 
to obtain forgiveness of sins. 

God is in the saving business. 
He stands willing to save any hu- 
man being who will meet His sim- 
ple requirements. God is ready. 
He does not have to be wheedled 
into the notion of saving a soul. 
He needs no coaxing. He already 
loves that soul so much that He 
gave the sweetest thing He ever 
saw to save that soul from the 
penalty of its sins. So breast-beat- 
ing, loud crying, sweat, and tears 
are not necessary in order to reach 
His heart. Nor does it take any 
certain amount of time. God Al- 
mighty is only awaiting the won- 
derful moment when a soul is will- 
ing to turn from its sin and place 
its tender trust in His beloved 
Son. When that little sienal lieht

comes on, the blessed Holy Spirit 


ners listen to other people in- 
| stead of going to the Word of God 
|for information, they are in dan- 
'ger of drawing all sorts of false 
‘conclusions and receiving harmful 
impressions that only serve to dis- 
courage and disillusion them, It is 
like the dreamy little housewife 
who spends her time reading con- 
fession magazines or cheap novels. 
She is in danger of losing her hap- 
piness. From the lurid pens of 
imaginative writers she soaks up 
emotional propaganda about fairy- 
land marriages in which young 
brides float about in pink-lined 
vats of heavenly sensations. When 
she begins to compare her own 
marriage with what she has read, 
she feels cheated. Fortune has 
been wnkind to her. If only she 
had married the right man! 

Only God in Heaven knows how 
much sorrow has been borne need- 
lessly because Christians are in- 
clined to measure ‘the reality of 
their experience in the light of 
what has happened to someone 
else instead of the light of the 
Word of God. How many lost 
men have stayed away from sal- 
vation and how many genuinely 
saved people have become discour- 
aged and have faltered and wasted 
many precious years simply be- 
cause they listened to men in- 
stead of the Lord. 

Our only safe guide to living 
is the Word of God. All else is 
largely speculation and guesses, 
and unless an experience can be 
backed with a statement from the 
Bible, that experience is not 
|worthy of deep concern. It must 
be remembered that some relig- 
ionists are quite vocal—quick to 
speak—and they do not hesitate to 
impose their ideas upon the world. 
Sometimes these ideas grow with 
the telling until in a little while 
they bear no resemblance to the 
Word of God. There is only one 
way to counter this threat to one’s 
peace of mind and his usefulness.

And 
when one had prayed through, 
there would come the startling 
sensations he himself had enjoyed

Under his preaching the people 
grew uneasy.

Bible Inspired Doctrine 
Or Record 


“But,” say some, “do you really 
think the Scriptures are inspired 
thought?” Yes, either as history 
or~as doctrine. Gibbon and Jo- 
sephus and Prescott record in 
their histories a great many things 
they did not approve of. When 
George Bancroft puts upon his 
brilliant historical page the ac- 
count of an Indian massacre, does 
he approve of that massacre? 
There are scores of things in the 
Bible which neither God nor in- 
spired men sanctioned. Either as 
history or as guidance the entire 
Bible was inspired of God. 

“But,” says some one, “don’t 
you think that the copyists might 
have made mistakes in transfer- 
ring the divine words from one 
manuscript to another?” Yes, no 
doubt there were such mistakes; 
but they no more affect the mean- 
ing of the Scriptures than the 
misspelling of a word or the un- 
grammatical structure of a sen- 
tence in a last will and testament 
affect the validity or the meaning 
of that will. All the mistakes made 
by the copyists im the Scriptures 
do not amount to any more im- 
portance than the difference be- 
tween your spelling in a document 
the word forty “forty” or “four- 
ty.” This book is the last will and 
testament of Christ to our lost 
world, and it bequeaths everything 
in the right way, although hvu- 
man hands may have damaged the 
grammar or made unjustifiable in- 
terpolation.

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The Splendors of Orthodoxy 
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vanced thinkers in biblical inter- 
pretation will all of them end in 
atheism, if they live long enough, 
and I declare here they are doing 
more in the different denomina- 
tions of Christians, and through- 
out the world, toward damaging 
Christianity and hindering the 
cause of the world’s betterment 
than five thousand infidels could 
do. That man who stands inside 
a castle is far more dangerous 
if he be an enemy than-five thou- 
sand enemies outside the castle. 
The infidel assails the castle from 
the outside. These men who pre- 
tend to be advanced thinkers in 
all the denominations are fighting 
the truth from the inside, and 
trying to shove back the bolts and 
swing open the gates. 

Now, I am in favor of the great- 
est freedom of religious thought 
and discussion. I would have as 
much liberty for heterodoxy as 
for orthodoxy. If I should change 
my theories of religion I should 
preach them out and out, but not 
in a Christian church, erected by 
people who believe in an entire 
Bible, for it would be dishonest 
for me to promulgate sentiments 
different from those for which 
such a building was put up. When 
we enter any denomination as 
ministers of religion we take a 
solemn vow that we will preach 
the sentiments of that denomina- 
tion. If we change our theories, 
as we have a right to change 
them, then there is a world sever- 
al thousand miles in circumfer- 
ence, and there are hundreds of 
halls and hundreds of academies 
of music where we can ventilate 
our sentiments. 

In these cities, in time of polit- 
ical agitation, there are the Re- 
publican headquarters and _ the 
Democratic headquarters. Suppose 
I should go into one of these head- 
quarters pretending to be in sym- 
pathy with their work, at the 
same time electioneering for the 
opposite party. I would soon find 
that the centrifugal force was 
greater than the centripetal! Now, 
if a man enters a denomination 
of Christians, taking a solemn 
oath, as we all do, that we will 
promulgate the theories of that 
denomination, and then the man 
shall proclaim some other theory, 
he has broken his oath, and he is 
an out-and-out perjurer. Never- 
theless, I declare for largest liber- 
ty in religious discussion. I would 
no more have the attempt to rear 
a monument to Thomas Paine in 
New York interfered with than I 
would have interfered with the 
lifting of the splendid monument 
to Washington in Wall Street. 
Largest liberty for the body, lar- 
gest liberty for the mind, largest 
liberty for the soul. 


The Churches, the Mission 
Work of Christianity All 
Built By Bible Believers 


Now, I want to show you, as 
a matter of advocacy for what I 
believe to be the right, the 
splendors of orthodoxy. Many have 
supposed that its disciples are peo- 
ple of flat skulls, and no reading, 
and behind the age, and the vic- 
tims of gullibility. I will show 
you that the word orthodoxy 
stands for the greatest splendors 
outside of Heaven. Behold the 
splendors of its achievements. All 
the missionaries of the Gospel the 
world round are men who believe 
in an entire Bible. 

Call the roll of all the mission- 
aries who are today enduring 
sacrifices in the ends of the earth 
for the cause of religion and the 
world’s betterment, and they all 
believe 
as soon as a missionary begins to 
doubt whether there ever was a 
Garden of Eden, or whether there 
is any such thing as future pun- 
ishment, he comes right home 
from Beyrout or Madras, and goes 
into the insurance business! All 
the missionary .societies of this 
day are officered by orthodox men, 
and are supported by orthodox 


in an entire Bible. Just) 


churches. 

Orthodoxy, beginning with the 
Sandwich Islands, has captured 
vast regions of barbarism for 
civilization, while heterodoxy has 
to capture the first square inch. 
Blatant for many years in Great 
Britain and the United States, and 
strutting about with a peacockian 
braggadocio it has yet to capture 
the first continent, the first State, 
the first township, the first ward, 
the first space of ground as big 
as you could cover with the small 
end of a sharp pin. 

Ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred of the Protestant churches 
of America were built by people 
who believed in an entire Bible. 
The pulpit now may preach some 
other Gospel, but it is a heterodox 
gun on an orthodox carriage. The 
foundations of all the churches 
that are of very great use in this 
world today were laid by men who 
believed the Bible from lid to lid, 
and if I cannot take it in that 
way I will not take it at all; 
just as if I received a letter that 
pretended to come from a friend, 
and part of it was his and part 
somebody else’s, and the other 
part somebody else’s, and it was 
a sort of literary mongrelism, I 
would throw the garbled sheets 
into the wastebasket. 

No church of. very great in- 
fluence today but was built by 
those who believed in an entire 
ble, or ninety-nine one-hundredths 
long built on a part of the Bible. 
You have noticed, I suppose, that 
as soon as a man begins to give 
up the Bible he is apt to preach 
in some hall, and he has an audi- 
ence while he lives, and when he 
dies the church dies. If I thought 
that the church was built on a 
quarter of a Bible, or a half of 
a Bible, or three-quarters of a Bi- 
ble, or ninety-nine one-hundredths 
of a Bible, I would have no faith 
in its continuance; but when I 
know it is built on the entire 
Word of God, I know it will last 
a thousand years after you and 
I sleep the last sleep.~Oh, the 
splendors of an orthodoxy which, 
with ten thousand hands and ten 
thousand pulpits and ten thousand 
Christian churches, is trying to 
save the world! 

In Music Hall, Boston, for many 
years stood Theodore Parker bat- 
tling orthodoxy, giving it, as some 
supposed at that time, its death 
wound. He was the most fascinat- 
ing man I ever heard or ever ex- 
pect to hear, and I came out from 
hearing him thinking, in my boy- 
hood way, “Well, that’s the death 
of the Church.” On that same 
street, and not far from being 
opposite, stood Park Congrega- 
tional Church, called by its ene- 
mies “‘Hell-fire Corner.” Theodore 
Parker ‘died, and his church died‘ 
with him; or, if it is in existence, 
it is so small you cannot see it 
with the naked eye. Park Con- 
gregational Church still stands on 
“Hell-fire Corner,” thundering 
away the magnificent truths of 
this glorious orthodoxy just as 
though Theodore Parker had 
never lived. All that Boston, or 
Brooklyn, or New York, or the 
world ever got that is worth hav- 
ing came through the wide aque- 
duct of orthodoxy from the throne 
of God. 


Orthodoxy, Its Characters 
Built, Its Glorious 
Certitude 

Behold the splendors of charac- 
ter built by orthodoxy. Who had 
the greatest human intellect the 
world ever knew? Paul. In physi- 
cal stature insignificant; in mind, 
head and shoulders above all the 
giants of the age. Orthodox from 
scalp to heel. Who was the great- 
est poet the ages ever saw, ac- 
knowledged to be so both by in- 
fidels and Christians? John Mil- 
ton, seeing more without eyes 
than anybody else ever saw with 
eyes. Orthodox from scalp to heel. 
Who was the greatest reformer 
the world has ever seen, so ac- 
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knowledged by infidels as well as 
by Christians? Martin Luther. 
Orthodox from scalp to heel. 

Then look at the certitudes. O 
man, believing in an entire Bible, 
where did you come from? 

Answer: “I descended from a 
perfect parentage in Paradise, and 
Jehovah breathed into my nostrils 
the breath of life.

we snatch away the bowl and 
jerk the man up to the gate of 
Heaven, and push him in if he 
does not want to go and sit down 
and sing psalms forever?

sex-murder, and the like. It was 
the temptation of a nude woman 
that led David into the sin of 
impurity in his life. 

Too, consider the increase of 
immorality. The looseness of mor- 
ality is surely a mark establish- 
ing the fact of the impurity of this 
age. Moral standards are often 
thrown aside. Sexual indulgence 
is glamourized. The number of 
young folk coming to the marriage 
altar aS virgins is smaller each 
passing year. The marriage vow 
is broken with a joke. Men and 
women burn in their lust one to- 
ward another without any re- 
straint. When God in verse 19 of 
Galatians 5 mentioned “adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, _lasciv- 
iousness,”’ He spoke of—the moral 
conditions of our day. 


Also, note the increase of illegiti- 
mate births as a sign of the im- 
purity of our day. The statistics 
show this sad reality. The figures 
are so large as to make some 
question the authenticity of them. 
However, we have only to look 
about ourselves to see some teen- 
age girl who has brought a child 
into the. world out of wedlock. 

The increase of drinking is an- 
other sign of the impurity of our 
day. I submit, drinking and im- 
morality go hand in hand. This 
has always been true and it is true 
today. It was true when Ahasuer- 
us the king had put on his “inter- 
national fair’ for 180 days, in 
Esther, chapter one. When the 180 


days were over, he made a feast|be without a pulpit. 


for all the people and 
(verse 7) and “royal wine in 
abundance.” Then in his drunken 
condition he called for Queen 
Vashti to do a strip tease before 
this drunken crowd. He became 
impure to the point of showing 
“the people and the princes her 
beauty; for she was fair to look 
on.” It is reasonable to conclude 
that the King Ahasuerus would 
have never done this had he not 


been inflamed by strong drink. 
Notice, Queen Vashti was not 


present at this time of drinking. 
She was sober and refused to 
Obey the king. Her refusing to 
obey the drunken king cost her 
the crown. Had she been inflamed 
with the wine and drink of the 
feast she possibly would have 
done just as the immoral king 
commanded, 

The drink bill of our nations 
rises with the passing years. Be 
assured that with this rise in 
drinking the morals become lower 
and lower; the impurity becomes 
more and more vile. 

I am aware of the fact that 
there are some who would deny 
the point I am now making. They 
insist on social drinking as being 
good and honorable. They seem 
to have forgotten that the Bible 
Says in Proverbs 20:1, “Wine is 
a mocker, strong drink is raging: 
and whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise.” 


I call your attention to the in- 
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served |

crease of mental defilement as an- 
other sure sign of the impurity of 
our day. Have we not reached the 
day when some call good bad and 
bad good? Yes, we live in that 
day. The thinking of the masses 
is being regulated by the impurity 
of the age. Satan attacks the 
citadel of the mind. He seeks to 
pervert the mind. The Devil has 
flooded the newsstands with un- 
thinkable filth. The fiction writers 
are majoring on sexual themes. 
The magazine publishers’ are 
featuring sex and nudism in all 
their issues. This and much more 
which I cannot mention is being 
consumed by the public. Thinking 
is being regulated by such. The 
payoff -is a generation of evil 
thinkers. As the Lord said about 
the people of Noah’s day, “Every 
imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continu- 
ally” (Gen. 6:5). 


These things I mention are cer- 
tain markers of the impurity of 
this day. Now let us move to the 
second point. Some of you may 
not agree with me as I mention 
the causes. Please consider them 
at least. 


The Cause of This Impurity 


The first cause I mention is 
COMPROMISED PREACHING. 
Is it not a fact that many pulpits 
have long since lost their strong 
cry against impurity? The people 
are few who have heard a God- 
called preacher stand in the pul- 
pit to boldly expose sin and de- 
nounce evil. Alas, in some _ in- 
stances impurity has crept into 
churches and the preachers dare 


not expose sin. They would soon 


send me the following pamphlets.

This new 
evangelicalism so popular in our 
day has no strong word against 
sin. Sin, when spoken of at all, 
is clothed in such general terms 
that no sinner would ever become 
offended. 

Sad to say, some preachers have 
compromised their personal lives 
so as to seal their lips against sin. 
How can a preacher who has no 
personal holiness speak out boldly 
against the sins of the people? 

The tide of impurity will cease 
to rise when in the pulpits of 
America we again hear another 
Billy Sunday and another Sam 
Jones: ‘Phe tide will cease to rise 
when many pastors stand up to be 
counted for righteousness and 
without fear denounce sin in their 
churches. This sweet-mouthed, 
sugar-coated, compromised and 
watered-down preaching of our day 
will never rebuke a sinner or 
cause a sinner to fear the judg- 
ment of God. I charge the minis- 
try, to a great degree, with the 
impurity of his generation. If this 
be treason, make the most of it. 


The second cause I mention is 
COMPROMISED PUBLIC 


OPINION. Certainly this is a con- 
tributing factor to the impurity of 
this day. Deeds which were looked 
upon as sinful in the last genera- 
tion are no longer counted sinful 
in our day. The drunkard today 
is called an alcoholic; the harlot 
is called a party-girl; the whore- 
monger is called popular; the wild 
youth is called restless; the curser

up to lust. They began this prim- 
rose path of impurity and traveled 
it so very far until God made 
obscure the way back. There was 
not any place to return. These 
reaped the moral curse of im- 
purity. Are not great multitudes 
in our day reaping the very same 
harvest? 

Second, there is the PHYSICAL 
CURSE of impurity. Galatians 
6:7, 8 reads, “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. For he that soweth to 
his flesh SHALL OF THE FLESH 
REAP CORRUPTION; but he 
that soweth to the Spirit shall of 
the Spirit reap life everlasting.” 
Fleshy impurity pays off with a 
harvest of physical disease. A few 
days ago I read some figures 
which came out of Washington, 
D. C., that were also staggering. 
The report gave the number of our 
people who were diseased with so- 
cial disease. The number of teen- 
agers with social diseases was al- 
most unbelievable. This physical 
curse is the payday of impurity.

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The Kingdom of Heaven 

The book of Matthew is the on- | 
ly one in the Bible where the term | 
“the kingdom of Heaven” is used. 
In the first part of Matthew’s Gos- | 
pel, John the Baptist and Jesus ' 
preached, “Repent ye, for the'| 
kingdom of heaven is at hand” 
(Matt. 3:2; Matt. 4:17), and the’ 
twelve apostles preached likewise, | 
“the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand” (Matt. 10:7). 


Jésus meant that the promised 
heavenly kingdom on earth, fore- | 
told by Daniel and other prophets, 


was now Offered to the children 
of Israel. Christ their King was 
at hand. But they rejected Christ 
and His kingdom. The nation 
would not repent. The leaders 
soon set about to crucify Jesus 
and the kingdom was postponed. 
Thereafter no more did Jesus 
preach that “the kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand.” Through the rest 
of the Bible we find that the apos- 
tles and Jesus preached about the 
kingdom of God, but never, any- 
more, even in the book of Acts nor 
in any epistle of Paul or Peter or 
John, are we told that the king- 
dom of Heaven was at hand. The 
kingdom of Heaven was at hand 
until it was refused and postponed. 
It is not now at hand. Later, in 
the Great Tribulation, “the gospel 
of the kingdom” will be preached 
again (Matt. 24:14), for. then 
again the “good news” can be an- 
nounced that the kindom is near! 


After the kingdom was rejected 
and postponed and the Jews set 
about to crucify their King, Jesus 
gave many parables to explain the 
postponement of the kingdom and 
the details of His second coming. 
The thirteenth chapter of Mat- 
thew gives a number of parables 
on this subject and each one of 


“The kingdom of heaven is like 
‘ .’ In these parables, Jesus 
simply meant, “I will illustrate 
some facts about the postponed 
kingdom by the parable of the 
sower,” or of the grain of mus- 
tard seed, or the leaven, or the 
pearl of great price, etc. 


Here, in the twenty-fifth chap- 
ter of Matthew likewise, we have 
two parables concerning the king- 
dom of Heaven and Jesus said, 
“Then shall the kingdom of heaven 
be likened unto ten virgins, which 
took their lamps and went forth 
to meet the bridegroom.’ Jesus 
said, ‘I will illustrate one step 
toward the kingdom by the story 
of some bridesmaids who went out 
to meet a bridegroom.’ We call 
this the “parable” of the ten vir- 
gins, or the “parable” of the re- 
turning Bridegroom. Actually, it 
is a true illustration and.in many 
particular cases we have ng doubt 
the details happened just as Jesus 
tells us shere.

Some people believe that thé 
virgin here is used symbolically 
as a synonym for Christian, but 
that is not so.

‘and this Scripture would be con- 
trary to all the rest of the Bible 
'which teaches the wonderful se- 
eurity of one who has trusted in 
Christ. Or ten Christians and half 
of them getting left behind when’ 
| Jesus comes, when the Bible plain- 
ily says, “We shall not all sleep, 
but we shall ALL be changed, In 
a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye” (I Cor. 15:51, 52). No, these 
virgins are simply young women, 
bridesmaids, and they represent 
the two classes who will be affect- 
ed when Jesus comes for His bride.

The Scrip- 
tures do not mean that these fool- 
ish virgins had oi] in their lamps 
and the oil burned out and that 
they should have had an extra 
supply in other vessels. No, the 
Scripture says these foolish vir- 
gins “took NO oil with them.” 
They had the wicks but no oil at 
all. The wise girls had not only the 
wicks to burn, the wicks which 
everybody could see, but they had 
the inner supply of fuel that 
would keep the lamps burning 
brightly through long hours. They 
each had a vessel of oil into which 
the wick was inserted. The wick 
of the foolish virgins would char 
and smoke and the fire go out en- 
tirely. The wicks of the wise vir- 


| gins would burn on continually be- 


cause there was oil 
is the difference. 


The oil is the oil of salvation, 
and the wise virgins represent 
saved people, while the foolish vir- 
gins represent lost people. 

Many times in the Bible oil 
pictures the Holy Spirit, as it does 
here. One who is saved has the 
Holy Spirit within and “is born of 
the Spirit.”” One who is unsaved 
may be ever so nice and fine out- 
wardly and with much human 
righteousness, but he does not 
have the presence of God Him- 
self in the person of the Holy 
Spirit living within him, When one 
trusts in Christ for salvation the 
Holy Spirit of God comes in and 
makes the body of the believer 
His temple. It is the Holy Spirit 
which regenerates the sinner, and 
thus the sinner is born again and 
becomes a child of God. Those who 
have the oil of salvation are those 
who have trusted Christ, and so 
the Holy Spirit, Christ’s own per- 
sonal representative, has come in 
to change them and save them.
